All members of the medical profession who 
have taken any interest in the wonderful fast 
ot forty days undertaken by Dr. Tanner ex- 

ress great surprise atthe vitality, exhibited 
b him on the thirteenth day of the trial. 

eretofore this peridd has been looked upon 
by all schools of medicine as a critical point 
and as almost the limit of human endurance. 
At no preceding time, however, since he com- 
menced the task, has the man who claims to 
have lived solely on air and water for almost 
two weeks er so lively as he did on Fri- 
day night. ith the exception of the few 
hours when abused nature asserted her 
rights and bound himin chains of sleep he 
was not only brisk in his manner but seemed 
free from all pain, and walked up and down 
the gallery near his cot with a firm 
and rapid step. His face gave no in- 
dication of the terrible * * through 
which he was passing. It had not only lost 
the emaciated appearance which character- 
ized it on the tenth day, but seemed to be as 
full and round as that of a man in perfect 
health. Skeptical physicians after examining 
him thoroughly admitted their astonishment, 
and asked how he accounted for his almost 
perfect condition. To such he replied that 
ad bad much to learn concerning the human 
body 
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Man,“ he said, is like a plant or 
vegetable, and can live under certain condi- 
tions for a great deal lenger period than is 

enerally supposed on air and water alone. 

— not claim superior powers of endurance, 
nor do i think that all men can live 
as long as I can without food, but 
any one with an indomitabie will can exist on 
those elements which afford nourishment to 
the whole vegetable kingdom.’’ He refused 
to answer questions concerning the present 
condition of his appetite, remarking with a 
smile that he thought he could make sad havoc 
in a ten-acre watermelon patch. This craving 
for fruits and continual use of water to rinse 
bis mouth and bathe his head and hands seem 
to indicate fever. This puzzied the doctors, 
as the present normal state of the body does 
not bear out these indications. Whenever his 
condition was commented on he grew light- 
hearted and gay, and asserted his determina- 
tion to go through with his self-imposed task 
to the bitter end. 

At half-past ten Friday night, when the 
night relay of the Herald waten came on, Dr. 
Tanner was sleeping quietly. At twelve 
o’clock Dr. Wilder (eclectic) and Dr. Kunze 
relieved Drs. Neil and Molesworth. At one 
a.m. Dr. Harwood, having waited an hour 
over time for his relief (who did not come at 
all), went away. On learning that Dr.Harwood 
bad gone, Dr. Tanner inquired if either of 
the doctors present represented Bellevue. On 
learning that they did not, he remarked: 
„They have broke up, haven't they.“ He told 
Dr. Wilder tbere was a bad taste in his mouth, 
which caused him to want frequent rinsing. 

MOVEMENTS NOT FREE OF SUSPICION. 

While Dr. Tanner wasrinsing his mouth 
on this occasion Dr. Wilder st near him at 
the head of the bed. He had his watch in his 
richt hand as if he intended to try Dr. Tan- 
ner’s pulse. The thumb and fingers of his 
left hand were in his vest pocket. Suddenly 
he made a quick, nervous pass of the left hand 
to Dr. Tanner’s mouth. It seemed as if 
done to catch the glass which Dr. Tanner was 
holding to bis mouth, and it may have been for 
this purpose, or it may not. It was impossi- 
ble to see what it was for, so quick was the 
movement. Dr. Tanner certainly continued 
to holdthe glass. It would be unjust to Dr. 
Wilder and te Dr. Tanner to say that there 
Was anything wrong about this—that the pass 
made by Dr. Wilderfrom his pocket to Dr. 
Tanner's mouth was anytbing but accidental; 
but atthe same time it was just one of those 
little incidents which shake confidence in 
the genuineness of the whole affair, because 
one recognizes instantly that, supposing 
food was not then conveyed, yet it was a 
movement by which food would be conveyed 
if the parties were in collusion, and Dr. 
Wilder is known to be one of the strong sup- 
porters of Dr. Tanner. At the moment it 
occurred Dr. Kunze was busy at the table and 
intent solely on measuring some water in an- 
other glass. Dr. Harwood, in the course ofa 
conversation with the reporter some time be- 
fore, had told him that life could be sustain- 
ed by the daily taking of a preparation of ox 
blood no larger in amount than would fill a 
lady’s thimble. It would appear, therefore, 
that food in highly concentrated forms could 
be givento Dr. Tanner daily in ways that 
would defy detection, and, though no one as- 
serts that this is done, yet the fact that under 

resent conditions of the watch it can be done 
— the mevitabie effect of raising doubts and 
suspicions in the minds of those who observe 
the fasting doctor. 

COMPLETING THE THIRTEENTH DAY. 

At a quarter to 4a. m. 11 the great 
faster was resting on the left side in his ham - 
mock cot, t the middle ofthe south gallery, 
during the watches of Drs. R. E. Kunze 
and L. V. Wilder. Dr. Tanner’s face was 
turned toward the half-raised window and 
he slept for awhile with a slight breeze fan- 
ning him in his slumbers. Dr. Kunze was 
drowry and sleptin his chair for a considera- 
ble time, during which his brother profes- 
sional kept watch, until at last, overcome by

Upon being asked by 
the physicians how he felt Tanner 
replied cheerfully, ‘‘Giuess I rested 
toſerably well; my stomach’s bot, I notice.“

Just at this time a fresh-looking girl ap-

She held up a loaf of 
bread and amug of smoking coffee, evidently 
intended for Dr. Tanner’s acceptance. He 
got up on his elbow, looked wistfully down at 
‘the proffered food snd said, ‘*Bedad, send it 
up here.“ At twenty-five minutes to seven 
+ he repeated the mouth-rinsing operation, 
using this time twelve ounces of water, which 
was diminished by three-quarters of a 
drachm. By Dr. Tanner's request one of the 
Herald watchers read for him the morning 
papers, after which the Doctor went to slee 
on his back. Drs. Pierce, Griswold an 
Goodman mounted guard duty at 7 o’clock. 
Dr. Tanner remarked, when speaking of his 
former fast: My own doctor could not feel 
my pulse for two weeks, yet I was able to 
be around.

HIS WONDERFUL CONDITION. 

Dr. Weitzel, requesting to feel Tanner's 
ulse, after a momentary hesitation was al- 
owed to do so and found it at ninety-six. To 

a Herald reporter Dr. Weitzel said: His 
breath is good and he is K in good 
condition, the pulse is not failing, the mucous 
membrane is moist, and altogether his con- 
dition is remarkable. I have seen starvation 
in Ireland io 1847, and can state as the result 
of my research that, as far as the stomach is 
concerned, there is no difference bet ween vol- 
untary and involuntary starvation; the physi- 
ological result in both cases is the same. This 
temperature is one thing in favor of the suc- 


_ cess of this experiment up to its present point, 


by its influence in keeping the body warm. 
Furtber than this I can only say simply, 
‘Wonderful! Wonderful!’ ”’ 

Rinsing his mouth out with eight ounces 
of water. be lay anxiously awaiting the noon- 
day whistles from the factory eng.nes in the 
neighborhood. Theirshrill, ear-piercing din 
bad scarce subsided ere he leaped up from his 
cot and asked, What day is  to-day?’’ 
„Saturday,“ simultaneously replied two or 
three around him. Aud that’s twelve 
o’ clock, ain't it?“ „es,“ was the answer. 
Then I have begun the thirteenth day. To- 
morrow I'll either be insane, dead or I'll get 
up.“ A few minutes afterward he was calm- 
ly sleeping. 

The water used by Dr. Tannerin every in- 
stance after a good rinsing ofthe mouth al- 
ways — a syrupy consistency and little 

erceptable flakes of some white substance 

oated in it, so when the increase was suffi- 
cient to be marked the Herald watcher asked 
Dr. Weeks to explain the fact, which he did 
as follows: »The increase is undoubtedly sa- 
liva, and the flakes are epithelial mucus scales 
thrown offin rinsing, the loss of absorbed 
water being made up by these and the saliva, 
the result being the turbid liquid you see 
there. 

Jobn Kauthold, the barber who shaved Dr. 
Tanner, said he noticed a great difference in 
the face of the faster since the task commenc- 
ed; the cheeks had become sunken and the 
beard had almost entirely stopped growing 
and had become wiry. 

Drs. Gunn and Prescott then applied to his 
right arm, bared for the purpose, a sphygma- 
graph or indicator of the variations of the 
pulse and succeeded in getting a faint chart. 
The ink used being faulty prevented a perfect 
test. The pulse itself was 98. The æsthesio- 
mometer, or pricking test, showed that his 
sense of feeling was normal, and the dyna- 
mometer that be was muscularly as strong 
yesterday as he was the day before. 

DOES DR. TANNER USE OPIUM? 

In the mail yesterday was a letter dated 
from Long Branch and signed ‘‘Physician,’’ 
representing to the board of watchers that 
they, with all their vigilance, were being de- 
ceived, and aflirming that there was some ave- 
nue, as yet undiscovered, by which nourish- 
ment was furnished Dr. Tanner. It was very 
easy; the writer said, for extract of beef mix- 
ed with flour enough to give it body, to be 
mace into piils or pastiles and conveyed to 
bim surreptitiously. 


Tbe communication was received with 
derision by all the physicians save the regu- 
lars, and they say that they cannot account 
for the phenomena exhibited in the person of 
Dr. Tanner except on such a hypothesis as 
this letter binted at. Dr. Westcott said: It 
bas been in my mind and in the minds of 
other pbysicians that Dr. Tanner may have 
been postponing the inevitable result ofthis 
fast by the use of opium. I donot make the 
charge, mind you,for it is nota plausible 
proposition, though a possible one. Dr. Tan- 
ner has ontwoor three occasions presented 
the physical appearance of being under the 


influence of opium. The use of 
the drug would not totally in- 
validate the experiment of starvation 


he is trying, but by deadening the action of 
the system it would retard the disintegration 
of tissue, and thus by promoting sluggish ac- 
tion would prolong the time of the fast! Iam 
loth to believe even in the possibility of this; 
but the contradiction to all physiological de- 
velopment which this case presents impresses 
the ideain the minds of many physicians, 
though they can find no proof on which to 
base the suspicion. I believe Dr. Tanner to 
be honest in bis attempt to fast for forty days; 
but I do not see that he can possibly last more 
than five days longer at the outside, though 
he may be able to extend the time to eight 
days.’’ 

Inthe course of the evening a suggestion 
was made to Dr. Tanner, in which he readily 
acquiesced, and that was that to take away 
all suspicion of collusion on the part of the 
physicians and other attendants’ every- 
thing given tothe doctor should be handed 
him by a Herald reporter. The Doctor seem- 
ed ver pleased at this new idea and took 
everything in the shape of water, sponges, 
etc., from a Herald reporter’s hands, the doc- 
tors in attendance having previously measur- 
ed the water. While * to sleep he was 
very much disturbed by heavy crashes of 
thunder. 

S. Maurice Miller, without the faster’s 
knowledge, on Friday evening took some of 
the water with which Tanner had rinsed his 
mouth and submitted it to microscopic inves- 
tigation. The microscope, he says, revealed 
nothing indicative of his baving used food. 
THE NEUROLOGICAL SOCIETY’S POSITION. 

Dr. Landon Carter Gray, acting president 
oftbe Neurological Society, writing on the 
position occupied by the Neurological Society 
with reference to Dr. Taoner’s fasting ex- 

eriment, says: The Neurological Society is 

n no way concerned in this present 
undertaking of Dr. Tanner, has never had 
any part in it, and, so far as I am 
aware, will not take any sharezin it. Some 
time ago it was understood that Dr. Tanner 
was desirous of placing himself in the hands 
of a committee to be appointed by the Neuro- 
logical Society, and the conditions of the ex- 
periment were to be so rigid as to preclude all 
doubt as to the result. The plan was aban- 
doned because it was understood that Dr. 
Tanner objected to the conditions as being too 
strict. 1 afterward wrote him offering to call 
a special meeting and endeavor to have a com- 
mittee appointed. In a courteous reply be 
informed me that his arrangements were 
made at Clarendon Hall, but he would be 
glad to have a committee of neurologists co- 
operate with the medical gentlemen who had 
bim in charge. My reply was that mem- 
bers of our society could not co-operate with 
gentlemen who did not belong to the regular 

rofession. Dr. Tanner is a man of sufficient 

ntelligence to understand thatin order to 
prove that he alone among the millions of 
countless ages can fastforty days he must 
subject himself to an examination as rigid and 
careful as human ingenuity can devise. Such 
a loose watch as has been maintained at Clar- 
endon Hall will satisfy no one and conduce to 
nothing. Any person well versed in sleight 
of hand could feed himself or be fed with 
ease as the watch is now being conducted 
do pot mean to express any opinion as to Dr. 
Tanner’s uprightness, for that would be un- 
warrantable, but the gentleman must remem- 
ber that, hard as it may seem, a necessa 
assumption at the outget of his self-impose 
tes k ls that be wil! cheat at every turn.“

—A Perfect System.

One of the boldest and most successful of 
the fraternity, a handsome, well-educated 
man, was interrogated before leaving the 
Penitentiary recently concerning the devices 
by which the men of bis elass ascertained so 
minutely all the information, often marvel- 
ously accurate, which dumbfounds the 
victim and infallibly secures his confidence— 
the very point aimed at. 

The sharper laughed and then said: Nou 
haven't any idea of the perfect system we 
have to get all the points about a man. There 
are always three or four men to work a job of 
that kind. In every gang there is always a 
well-dressed, genteel, often handsome young 
fellow, some scapegrace son of a rich man, by 
whom he has been discarded. This fellow’s 
part is to loaf around the hotels. As soon as 
a likely-looking man puts his name on the 
register one man—and that was generally my 
part of the affair—foliows bim around, tries 
to buzz the clerk and, failing in that, watches 
around the reading room or the corridor until 
the ‘angel’ is seen talking with somebody. 


Then * one man watches his chance, 
when the country _— has. gone, 
and, by an offer of ospitalities or 


some other bait, pumps the second man about 
the name, residence, habits, business and 
everything else abovt the other that he can 
find out. Often he is lucky enough to get into 
conversation himself with the intended dupe. 
At all events, whether he gets the points from 
the man direct or from some loose-tongued 
friend, he never utilizes it himself. He gives 
it second or third-handed, as it may be, to 
anotber man. This is the fellow who way- 
lays Mr. Green in the street, grasps his hand, 
shakes it as though he was going to pull the 
arm out at its sucket, and brazens him into 
acknowledging an acquaintance. The idea of 
a total stranger going up toa fellow and con- 
vincing him that he knew him for years is as- 
tonishing, and all this time the bunko man 
don’t really know the countrymanfrom Adam. 
It requires impudence and presumption to 
carry on the deceit. and it is these very ele- 
ments which give the rogue the at times as- 
tonishing success be meets with.’’ 
THE PERFECT SYSTEM OF ROGUERY. 

The great headquarters of the swindlers is 
in Chicago, butthere are ramifications of the 
canker throughout the country. The grand 
army of skillful operators report to headquar- 
ters and receive all orders from there. The 
clique is powerful with financial backing de- 
rived from its numerous bold raids upon the 
victims. One detachment is on the wing fol- 
lowing up any great event, such as a boat race, 
a great horse trot, a celebration, a convention 
or any otber event calling together a large 
body of men, among whom there are pros- 
pective victims. 

Gen. Grant’s returntrip across the conti- 
nent was a God-send for the sharpers. The 
gang started with the great traveler at San 
Francisco and was in his wake all over the 
country. This, according to detectives, ac- 
counted for the increased number of **bunko”’ 
plunderings here in December last while the 
ex- President was in the city. One of the an- 
ticipated victims, a Delaware county farmer, 
whom the sharpers had had in tow for sever- 
al bours, was wrested fromthem by detec- 
tives in a Ninth street saloon justas he was 
about to sit down with a new-found 
friend who had drawn a lottery prize and 
wanted the countryman to see how much the 
prize was. Lucky it was forthe rustic that 
the detectives saw who his companions were 
and rescued him from them, as otherwise he 
would have been skinned out of his last 
cent. 

One of the rascals who is now in prison, 
boasting abeut the way in which the farmer 
had been drawn on, said: He wanted to be 
introduced to Gen. Grant at the Continental 
Hotel. One of the boys fixed himself up in 
bang - up style and took the old man up stairs, 
tg him the desired introduction, making 

im believe that he was an old friend of the 
General’s. The countryman was so struck by 
this that he would have done anything for his 
young friend. It was ashame that those de- 
tectives came down onthe party. They had 
the old man soaped up so that they could have 
made a good thing out of him if they had had 
a fair show at bim.“ 

GULLS AT THE SEASIDE. 

Although the cities afford lots of victims 
from the rural regions, it is at the seaside that 
the bunko or monte men flourish in full feath- 
er and make their greatest achievements. 
They pursue there the same means to ascer- 
tain the proposed victim’s predilections. If 
he drinks, the engaging young man, who 
knows the whole family of Snookses clear 
back to the forty-second cousins, is at his el- 
bow totreat him; if he has a fancy for a bit 
of blooced horse-flesh, his young friend’s 
Spanking team is at his service; if he wants 
to get into society, his friend knows lots of 
nice girls. Finally, after having ascertained 
from his rural friend everything about him- 
self worth knowing, or,in default of that, 
from some intimate friend, the “‘steerer’’ 
drops his man and, having posted No. 2, that 
personage takes up the thread and endeavors 
to inveigle the person singled out iato some 
bunko den. At every seaside resort are two 
or three of these places, and where the au- 
thorities are approachable they are fixed 
not to molest the swindlers unless the latter 
should become too bold.

Seventeen of One Wife, Fifteen by An- 
other and Nine by a Third. 


John Hepner, of Reading, Penn., was born 
in Germany in 1815. In1840hemarried. His 
wife lived eight years and bore him seventeen 
children. She presented him with twins in 
the first year of their marriage. The next 
year another pair of twins was born. Every 
year for four years thereafter Mrs. Hepner 
gave birth to triplets. The seventh year was 
signalixed by the birth of only one child to the 
couple.“ Mr. Hepner’s seventeen children, 
the olde&t only seven years of age, were taken 
in charge three months after Mrs. Hepner’s 
death by a young German lady, who became 
the second Mrs. Hepner. The first Mrs. Hep- 
ner died lin February, 1848. In February. 
1849, ber successor presented Mr. Hepner 
with a boy. On Christmas day of the same 

ear the nmeteenth child was added to the 

epner flock. Once a year for five years af- 
terward the family was increased by twins, 
and for three years after that one child was 
born to Mr. Hepner. The last three were 
born in this country, Mr. Hopner having emi- 
grated from Germany in 1854. In 1857 his 
wife died, having been married nine years. 
Of the thirty-two children that had been 
born to Hepner, twelve had died. In 1858 he 
married a widow with one child. The third 
wife bore him nine children in ten years by 
single births. Mr. Hepner and his fast wife 
are stillliving. None of the first set of sev- 
enteen children survive. Two of the second 
wife’s fifteen are alive and three of the third 
wife’s nine. With the step-child that the last 
marriage added to the list, forty-two children 
have called John Hepner father.

If the 
bequests had been paid soon after Mr. Lick’s 
death, both these would have realized a 
bandsome amount. It is doubted now 
whether anything will be comingto them af- 
ter the bequests are all paid.

The city of New York a few 
years ago was made the battle-ground of 
the twofactions, and Canada, up to the 
present year, has been a debatable land on 
thisanniversary. The parties know each 
other so well that they are able to exercise a 
peculiar ingenuity in saying and doing 
those things most insulting to their adver- 
saries. They have displayed a talent for in- 
sult and obloquy certainly worthy of a bet- 
ter cause. Yesterday, however, gave prom- 
ise of better things. There was not an Or- 
ange disturbance anywhere, andthe news 
from Canada and from Ireland itself is of a 
most pacific nature. It would seem that the 
orange and the green were going to unite 
at last and the dream of every Irish states- 
man be fulfilled. Protestant ascendancy will 
give way in the green isle to Irish ascen- 
dancy, and when that day comes there are 
good times in store for Innisfail.

A thief stole every one of them, 
leaving the pocket-book and papers, 
but, with a misguided courtesy for which 
he must have cursed himself afterwards, 
selecting only the coney. The reflections 
of that burglar when he reached a seclud- 
ed spot and examined his loot must have 
been instructive. Whatis the use of aman 
being ambitious and energetic and anxious 
to rise in his vocation if he is to be met with 
such luck as this? It would be safe to bet 
that for atime at least he soured on hu- 
manity and grieved over the artificial state 
of society that makes men conlackers. It 
would be reasonable to believe that he con- 
cursin the severity of the laws which 
punish the utterers of false money, and 
no doubt he deprecates their attacks on 
the very foundations of commercial confi- 
dence. No man was fitter to be a juror in 
the Biebusch case than he, for no man in 
the country ever went through the 
complicated process of shoving several 
hundred dollars’ worth of queer upon him- 
self. Noman could ever take such high 
moral ground as he, of hating the sin and 
loving the sinner; for no man ever played 
it so low down on himself. If this country 
has got to such a pass that a man has to 
know as much as a college professor and a 
government detective in order to commit 
an ordinary burglary, then the time has 
come for something to be done. 


Mayor HOWELL, of Brooklyn, advises Han- 
cock to ast ure the public at an early date that 
be does not favor the payment of the Confed- 
erate war debt. It is to be hoped that Gen- 
eral Hancock will do nothing of the kind. 
The Confederate debt is as dead as the Con- 
federacy itself; and if Hancock’s record is 
not sufficient roof that he does not wish to res- 
urrect either, no verbal assurance onjthis point 
would do any good. There would beabout as 
much sense in Hancock’s declaring against 
the payment of the Confederate debt as there 
would bein Garfleld’s solemnly committing 
himself against the re-enslavement of the ne- 
groes.—[The Times. 

Not so fast, neighbor. There is quite a

Mr. Hancock will do wisely in saying 
as early as possible what Mr. Tilden put off 
until it was almost too late.

GARFIELD’S LETTER. 


In Favor of- a Solid North, of Sectional 
Prejudices, of Protection, of Par- 
tisan Civil Service, Etc. 


A Meanly Couceived but Well Written 
Document. 


MENTOR, O., July 12.—Gen. Garfield has for- 
warded to Senator Hoar, of Massachusetts, the 
following letter of acceptance of the nomina- 
tion tendered him by the Republican National 
Convention: ) 

THE LETTER OF ACCEPTANCE. 

MENTOR, O., July 10.—DEAR SiR: On the 
evening of the 8th of June last, I had the honor 
to receive from you, in the presence of thecom- 
mittee of which you were chairman, the official 
announcement that the Republican National 
Convention at Chicago had that day nominated 
me as their candidate for President of the 
United States. I accept the nomination with 
gratitude for the confidence it implies, and 
with a deep sense of the responsibilities it im- 
poses. I cordially indorse the principles set 
forth in the platform adopted by the Conven- 
tion. On nearly all the subjects of which it 
treats my opinions are on record among the 
published proceedings of Congress. I venture, 
however,to make special mention of some ot 
the principal topics which are likely to become 
subjects of discussion. Without reviewing the 
controversies which have been settled during 
the last twenty years, and with no purpose or 
wish to revive the passions of the late war, it 
should be said that, while Republicans tully 
recognize and will strenuously defend all the 
rights retained by the people and all the rignts 
reserved to the States,they reject the perni- 
cious doctrine of State supremacy, which 
so long crippled the tunctions of 
the National Government, and at one time 
brought the Union very near to destruction. 
They insist that the United States is a nation, 
with ample powers of self-preservation, that 
its Constitution and the laws made in parsu- 
ance thereof ‘‘are the supreme law of the 
land;’’ that therightof thenation to deter- 
mine the method by which its own Legislature 
shall be created can not be surrendered with- 
out abdicating one ot the fundamental powers 
of,the Government, that the national laws re- 
lating to the election of Representatives in 
Congress shall neither be violated nor evaded; 
that every elector shall be permitted freely 
and without intimidation to cast his lawful 
vote at such election and have it honestly 
counted, and thatthe potency of his vote 

SHALL NOT BE DESTROYED 

bythe fraudulent vote of any other person. 
The best thoughts and energies of our people 
sbould be directed to those great questions of 
national well-being in which all have a com- 
mon interest. Such efforts will the soonest re- 
store to perfect peace those who were lately in 
arms against each other, for justice and good- 
will will outlast passion. But itis certain that 
the wounds ofthe warcannot be completely 
healed, and the spirit of brotherhood cannot 
tully pervade the whole country, until every 
citizen, rich or poor, white or black, is secure 
in the free and equal enjoyment of every civil 
and politica] rigbt guaranteed by the Coustitu- 
tion andthe laws. Wherever the enjoymentof 
these rights is not assured discontent will pre- 
vail, immigration will cease, and the social 
and industrial forces will continue to be dis 
turbed be the migration of labor and the con- 
sequent dimunition of prosperity. The Na- 
tional Government should exercise all its con- 
stitutional authority to put an end to those 
evils, for all the people and allthe States are 
members of one body, ard no member can sut- 
fer witbout injury to all. The most serious 
evils which now ufflict the South arise from the 
fact that there is not such treedom and tolera- 
tiom ot political opinion and action that 
the minority party can exercise an effective 
and wholesome restraint upon the party in 
power. Witbout such restraint party rule be- 
comes tyrannical and corrupt. The prosperi- 
ty which is made possible in the South, by its 
great advantages of soil and climate, will nev- 
er be realized until every voter can freely and 
safely support any partv he pleases. Next in 
importance to treedom and justice is popu- 
ler education, without which neither justice 
ror treedom can be permanently maintained. 
Its interests are intrusted to the States and to 
the voluntary action of the people. Whatever

THE NATION CAN JUSTLY AFFORD, 
should be generously given to aid the States in 
supporting common schools, but it would be 
unjust to our people and dangerous to our in- 
stitutions to apply any portion of the revenues 
ot the nation or of the States to the support of 
sectarian schools. The separation of the 
enurch and State in everything relating to 
taxation should be absolute. On the subject 
of national finances my views have been so 
frequently and fully expressed that little 18 
needed in the way of additional statement. 
The public debt is now so well secured, and 
the rate of annual interest has been 80 
reduced by retunding, that rigid economy in 
expenditures and the faithtul application of 
our surplus revenues to the payment of the 
principal of the debt will gradually but cer- 
tainly freethe people from its burdens and 
close with honor the financial chapter of the 
war. Atthe same time the Government can 
provide for all its ordinary expenditure and 
discharge its sacred obligations to the soldiers 
of the Union and tothe widows and orphans 
of those who fellin its defense. The resump- 
tion of specie payments, which the Republi- 
can party so courageously and successfully 
accomplished, has removed from the 
field of controversy wany questions 
that long and seriously disturbed the credit of 
the Government and the business of the conn- 
try. Our paper currency is now as national as 
the flag, andresumption has not only made it 
everywhere equal to coin, but has brought in- 
to use our store of gold and silver. The circu- 
lating medium is more abundant than ever 
before, and we need only to maintain the 
equality of all our dollars to insure to labor and 
capital a measure of value trom the use of 
which no one can suffer loss. The great pros- 
rerity which the country is now enjoying should 
not be endangered by any violent changes or 

DOUBTFUL FINANCIAL EXPERIMENTS. 
In reference to our custom laws a policy 
should be pursued which will bring revenue to 
the Treasury avd will enable the labor and 
capital em ployed in our great industries to com- 
pete fairly in our own markets with the laber 
and capital of toreign production. We legis- 
late forthe people of the United States, not for 
the whole world, and it is our glory that tue 
American laborer is more Intelligent and better 
paid than his foreign competitor. Oureountry 
canot be independent unless its people, with 


their abundant natural resources, possess 
the requisite skill at any time 
to clothe, arm and equip themselves 


for war and in time of peace to produce all the 
necessary implements of labor. It was the 
manifest intention of the founders of the Gov- 
ernment to provide for the common defense, 
not by standing armies alone, but bor tees 
among the people a greater army ot 2 
whose intelligence and skill should powerfally 
contribute to the safety and glory ot the na- 
tion. Fortunaf®ly for the interest of comme 


there is no longer any formidable opposition 


to appropriations forthe improvement of our 
harbors and great navigable rivers, pro- 
vided that the expenditures for that 
purpose are strictly limited to works of 
national importance. Tlie Mississippi River 
with its great tributaries is of such vital im- 
portance to so many millions of people that 
the safety of its navigation requires excep- 
tional consideration. In order to secure to the 
nation the control of its waters, President 
Jefferson negotiated the purchase of a vast 
territory extending trom the Gulf of Mexico to 
the Pacific Ocean. The wisdom of Congress 
sheuld be invoked to devise some plen by 
which that great river shall cease to be a ter- 
ror to those who dwell upon its banks, and by 
which its shipping may safely carry the in- 
dustrial products of 25,000,000 people. The 
interests of agriculture, whichis the basis of 
all our material prosperity, and in which 
seven-twelfths of our population are engaged, 
as well as the interests ot 
MANUFACTURES AND COMMERCE, 

demand that the facilities tor cheap transpor- 
tation shall be increased by the useof all our 
great water-courses. The material interests 
of this country, the traditions of its settlement 
and the sentiments of our people have led the 
Government to offer the widest hospitality {to 
emigrants who seek our shores for new and 
happier homes, willing to share the burdens as 
well as the benefits of our society, and intena- 
ed that their posterity shall become an undisj 
tinguishable part of our population. The re- 
cent movement of the Chinese to our 
Pacific coast partakes but little of 
the qualities of such an emi- 
gration either in its purposes orits results. 
It is too much like onimportation to be wel- 
comed without restriction, too much likean 
invasion to be looked upon without solicitade. 
We cannot consent to allow any tormof ser- 
vile Jabor to be introduced among us under 
the guise of immigration. Recognizing the 
gravity ot this subject, the present adminis- 
tration, supported by Con gress, has sent to 
Ch ina a Commission of distinguished citizens 
for the purpose of securing such a modification 
of the existing treaty as will prevent the evils 
likely to arise from the prosent situa- 
tion. It is confidently believed that these 
diplomatic negotiations will be successful, 
without the loss ot commercial intercourse be 
tween the two powers, which promises a great 
increase of reciprocal tiade and the enlarge- 
ment of our markets. Should these efforts 
fail, it will be the duty ot Congress to mitigate 
the evils already felt, and prevent their increase 
by such restrictions as, without violence or in- 
justice, will place upon a sure foundation the 
peace of our communities and the freedom and 
the dignity of labor. The appointment of cit- 
izens to the various executive and jadicial of- 
fices of the Government is perhaps the most 
difficult of all tne duties which the 
Constitution bas imposed upon the Execu- 
tive.

THE CONVENTION WISELY 
demands that Congress shall co-operate with 
the executive departments in placing the civil 
service on a better basis. Experience has 
proved that, with our trequent changes of Ad- 
ministration, no system of reform can be made 
effective and permanent without the aid of 
legislation. Appointments to the military and. 
naval service are so regulated by law and cus- 
tom as to leave but little ground of complaint. 
It may not be wise to make similar regula- 
tions by lawfor the civil service. But with- 
out invading the anthority Or necessary discre- 
tion of the Executive, Congress should devise 
a method that will determine the tenure of 
office and greatly reduce the wuncer- 
tainty which makes that service so uncertain 
and unsatisfactory. Withoutdeprivingany of- 
ficer of his rights as a citizen, the Government 
should require him to discharge all his official 
duties with intelligence, efficiency and faith- 
fulness. To select wisely from our vast popu- 
lation those who are best fitted for the many 
offices to be filled requires an acquaintance far 
beyond the range of any one man. The Ex- 
ecutive should therefore seek and 
receive the information and assist- 
ance of those whose knowledge of the 
communities in which the duties are to be per- 
formed best qualifies them to aid in making 
the wisest choice. The doctrines announced 
by the Chicago Convention are not the tem- 
porary devices ofa party toattract votes and 
carry an election. They are deliberate con- 
victions, resulting from acareful study of the 
spirit of our institutions, tne events of our his- 
tory and the best impulses of our people. In 
my judgmeat these principles should control 
the legislation and administration of the Gov- 
ernment. In any event

until experience points out a better way. If 
elected, it wiJl be my purpose to enforce strict 
obedience to the Constitution and the laws, 
and to promote as best I may the interest and 
honor of the whole country, relying for sup- 
port upon the wisdom of Congress, the intel- 
ligence and patriotism of the people and the 
favor ot God.
